The relevance of documents A1, A2, A6, A7, A9, and A14 is described in the 
present specification. 

The relevance of Document A3 is discussed in the International Search Report. 

Document A8 relates to a method and apparatus for producing a header tank of 
a heat exchanger. 

Document A10 relates to a heat exchanger with a collector tube which has slit 
walls formed from deformed wall sectors of a collector tube which are of constant wall 
thickness over their wall length. 

Document All relates to a collector chamber for a heat transfer unit which 
consists of a folded elongated box with a longitudinal seam and oval flanged holes for 
flat pipes. 

Document A12 relates to a flat tube heat exchanger with a deformed flat tube 
sector which has an end sector of tubes at a connection component end twisted and/or 
bent to form a section of smaller cross sections. 

Document A1 3 relates to a heating pipe for a heat exchanger which comprises of 
a connecting pipe with an extended section which has reinforcing beads. 
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Document A15 relates to a heat exchanger for motor vehicles. 

English translations of the foreign language documents are not readily available.
